uſe thereof to make War againſt the Light and the Dwellers 
therein; and the Knowledge has puſt ſuch up who have fed 
there, and departed from the Grace that humbleth and keeps 
eth humble, out of Contention, and Strife, and Enmity, where 
theſe dwell who pt ak Evil of Dignities, and Deſpite Govern- 
ment, and would pretend to give Honour to the Lig*t, but 
diſnonaur and diſ regard them that are the Meſſenger: and were 
the Bringers of tie Glad- tidings thereof to their Ears, v ho 
ha e turned many to Righteouſneſs,” who do and ſhall ſhine 
forever and ever: Aud this Subti'ty is ſeen, and this transformed 
Angel of Light is diſcovered, though he came in that Name 
and under th- pretence of Light, cry ing out againſt Van, and 
calling it Man's Power and Aan.

. People to his Praiſe, amongſt whom is the Spirit of Judg- 
ment and a ſound Mind, who have the Mind of Chriſt, and 
will not be divided from their Husband, their Maker, nor let 
bis Judgments depart from his Law that. he has placed intheir 
Heats, and his Righteouſneſs that he put in his Spirit in 
their Inward Parts, which now goeth forth to judge Unrighte- 
ouſneſs and Filthineſs, as well of Spirit as Fleſh, which 
makes the filthy Dreamers that deſpiſe Dominion angry, and 
cauſes them to vent their Confuſion, Blaſphemy and Darkneſs, 
to the manifeſting their own Shame, as F. B. has done, be- 
caule judgment is gone forth againſt him for denying that 
Chriſt that dyed at Feruſalem to be the Judge and Saviour, who 
having denyed him in his Workings for our Salvation, we 
cannot think it ſtrange to ſee him inveighing againſt the Mini. 
ſters and Elders, and the Form and Order in the C:urch; eſta- 
bliſhed by the Lord, and his Power in them, wi ch diſowns 
his Dilorder, and Informings from Satan's Tran: ſermings a- 
ꝑainſt the Light within his People, which can never leſſen the 
Fame and Glory of the true Minifters, or their Power and Au-

were ndt they ſenſible of what they declared? And did net the 
Apoſtle declare what he had ſeen with his Eyes, and his Hands 
had handled, and what he had«afted of the Word of Life ?

and ſuch unchurch themſelves that re.cive not the Judgment of 
the Church that is in God, the Pillar and Ground of I ruth:

And to thy P. ſtſcript, I refer tie Reader to Geo, Whitehrad's Au- 
ſwer to Will. Alucblew s Quericsz and take only notice of that, where
